Ronnie Burns and Milfred 
Head are apparently headed 
into a runoff for Tax Collector, 
with Burns leading with 3618 
votes and Head collecting 3187, 
The other contender in the 
race, Danny Watkins, polled 
2244 votes, including a large 
vote from his hometown of 
Enterprise. Head told this 
newspaper Wednesday he defi- 
nitely would runoff the race. 


W. T. ‘‘Mac’’ McKinney won 
his race for a full six-year 
term at Tax Assessor, defeat- 
ing Linda Drinkwater 5432 to 
3020. McKinney is currently 
serving an unexpired term in 
the office.

Marvin Mcellwain will re- 
main as Coroner of the Elba 
Division of Coffee County, 
while Danny Bradley will re- 
main as Coroner in the Enter- 
prise Division, MeclIlwain de- 
feated Hiram Glass by a vote 
of 2676 to 541, while Bradley 
defeated Dr. James Paulk 3409 
to 2318, 


Myron Thomas won the right 
to serve on the Democratic 
Committee from Beat 10 by 
polling 215 votes to 159 for 
Donald Hussey. James F, 
Wilson defeated Wayne Smith 
for Committeeman from Beat 
11 by a vote of 212 to 81. 


Former State Senator 
Wallace Miller won a big vic- 
tory over Nathan Mathis for the 


right to represent District 25 
in the Alabama Senate. Hecar~ 
ried Coffee, Covington and Gen- 
eva Counties, while Mathis 
carried only the Houston Coun- 
ty portion of the district. Miller 
polled 5465 votes in Coffee 


County to 1946 for Mathis, Nick 
Zorn only received 418 votes 
in the county.

votes while Baxley had 24% of 
the votes or 184,601.

Folsom Files Request To 


Dismiss Law Suit 


An answer has been filed 
in the $135,000 lawsuit filed 
August 23 against Elba Mayor 
Robert Folsom by suspended 
Police Chief M. ‘V, Johnston. 

The answer is in the form 
of a motion to dismiss the 
case, and was filedby Folsom’s 
attorney, G. A. Lindsey, who 
also serves as City Attorney 
for the City of Elba. 

Lindsey asked that the case 
be dismissed on several gr- 
ounds, including a statement 
that ‘‘complaint fails to state 
a claim against defendant upon 
which relief can be granted.’’ 

The request also quotes sev- 
eral court cases covering per-~ 
sons that can be sued, payment 
of cost, etc., and in one sec- 
tion ‘‘adopts the allegations ... 
that the action. . . is sought... 
to serve the interest of plain- 
tiff rather than the public 


ful act is done from bad mo- 
tives or with bad intent to- 
ward the person so injured 
thereby does not give the latter 
a right of action against the 
former.”’ 

Johnston had filed the suit 
after Folsom suspended him for 
insubordination on August Ist. 
The suit charged Folsom, ‘‘ille- 
gally and wrongfully embarked 
upon a campaign of harrass- 
ment, intimidation, and pro- 
vocation and design to compel 
the plaintiff to resign or lose 
his job as Police Chief of the 
City of Elba.’’ He asked for 
the $135,000 damages and re- 
instatement to his job.

SEPARATING TODDLERS AND 
TINY OBJECTS 


What’s the most common 
cause of accidental death in the 
home for children under six? 
Inhaling small objects into the 
windpipe and the lungs, 

Almost everything young 
children get their hands on 
ends up in their mouths or up 
the nose, Whether they pick 
up a pin, a button, a peanut, 
or a tiny toy. From their 
mouth or nose. the object can 
Slip down: the throat and get 
into the windpipe. If it goes 
into the lungs, the objects can 
block a breathing passage and 
cause permanent damage, 

To prevent these tragic 
mishaps--which are completely 
preventable--the American 
Lung Association is conducting 
a nationwide campaign to alert 
everyone who takes care of 
children, including older bro- 
thers and sisters. This is the 
message: be sure to keep 
small objects out of the reach 
of very young children. 

According to the lung as- 
sociation, swallowing the 
“wrong way’’ is a real hazard 
for children as well as adults, 
Parents who teach youngsters 
not to talk and eat at the same 
time can help prevent pro- 
blems, 

Ordinarily, both food and 
air go into the upper throat, 
But, at a critical point they 
take two very separate path- 
ways. Just before swallowing 
anything, including food or sa- 
liva, we take in a little air 
and then hold out breath, This 
closes a valve in the throat 
called a glottis, As a result, 
air is cut off, and anything we 
swallow is forced down into 
the esophagus, which leads to 
the stomach, 

However, the minute we 
talk, we start to breathe, The 
glottis opens to let air travel 
into the windpipe and lungs. 


When food or small objects - 
travel this route, trouble is 
on its way.

The original bridge, known 
as the ‘‘McCarty’’ Bridge, was 
listed on the 1907 Dale County 
map. Sometime between 1907 
and the beginning of World 
War II it was either torn down 
or simply disappeared. In 
its place stands a later bridge, 
thought to have been built ar- 
ound the beginning of World 
War Ii. This span was aban- 
doned with the building of Ft. 
Rucker. 

The histories of both brid- 
ges remain a mystery. 

It is a requirement of the 
federal government that all 
government agencies identify 
and preserve all structures of 
historical significance.

The Elba City Council una- 
nimously passed a motion 
Tuesday night creating a fin- 
ance committee of the council 
of the whole to approve any 
and all purchases prior to the 
purchase, Previously, this 
had been done by several dif- 
ferent methods with small 
purchases often being done by 
the actual user, others approv- 
ed by the city clerk or his 
representative or by .

(but feeling it would eventually 
work its way out smoothly) was 
apparently the feeling of the 
group, and there was no further 
discussion. 


Another motion failed to 
get unanimous support or even 
a Clear majority, but appar- 
ently passed. Councilman John 
W. Sharpless made a motion 
for the council not to pay 
Mayor Folsom’s legal fees in 
the lawsuit filed by Chief M.W. 
Johnston, Sharpless _ noted, 
“Tt appears this suit grew out 
of personal disagreement, and 


I move the council not pay 
Mayor Folsom’s attorney 
fees.’’

Commissioners Confront Garbage 


Problems 


The Coffee County Commi- 
ssion met in regular session 
on Monday, September 11, at 
the Courthouse in Elba, and 
again heard reports of problems 


with garbage pick-up in the 
county. 
Commissioner Don Smith 


stated that some residents in 
the county had complained 
that they were heing charged 
inore for yarbage containers 
than their neighbors. Smith 
asked Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston to check the 
minutes of the teeting at 
which Frank Moore was award- 
ed a contract to lease the 
containers and find out the 
exact fee agreed on by the 
commission. Smith added that 
some people were being char- 


ged $16 a month when he 
thought the commission had 
agreed the fee be $12 


a month, The commissioners 
all agreed that a $12 fee was 
written into the contract, but 
delayed action until the min~ 
utes could be located. 

The meeting began at 10;00 


a.m. with all members pre- 
sent, Members of the board 
are Rex Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, 
Don Smith, Jack Hornsby, Max 
Reeves and Bennie C. Beckham. 
The chairman is Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer. 

The first order of business 
was to open bids on pest con- 
trol service for 11 county 
buildings. Bids received were: 
$92 a month from Pesto Pest 
Control and $90 from Rex 
Bradshaw. The commission 
voted to accept the low bid 
from Mr. Bradshaw. 

Representitives of the 
Enterprise Ledger (a local 
newspaper) met with the 
commission and asked it to 
purchase an advertisement in an 
upcoming special edition of the 
paper. A full page ad would 
cost $275.20, and a half-page 
ad would cost $137.60, The 
commission took no action on 
the request, but did ugree to 
take action before the ad dead- 


line. 
The commission received 
three reviews for their study 


and approval. The grants, which 
did receive county approval, 
were; (1) Alabama Council 
on Human Relations, for Coal- 
ition against Hunger ~$85,000; 
(2)Budget and Planning for State 
Highway Planning and Re- 
source -$2,357, and (3)Project 
Outreach for Youth Services 
program -$44,000. 

County Engineer Leslie Mul- 
lins told the commission that 
new Federal Regulations state 
that before dirt may be re- 
moved from a new pit the 
soil must be examined by a 
licensed archaeologist.
